New York, Aug. 3.—The Heraid’s special 
from London says: -A correspondent at 
Vienna telegraphs that the ‘Russian defeat 
at Plevna waa owing to thelr being flanked 
and attacked in the rear by a Turkish divi- 
alon of artillery, which mowed down the 
‘Muscovites by hundreds. The Russians 
were completely routed, but managed to 
gave their cannon. Osman Pasha admits that 
both sides lost enormously, The military 
authorities at the Austrian capital asoribe 
the victory partly to the superiority of the 
Henry-Martini rifle, used by Turkish troops, 
over tho inferior order of gun used by the 
Russians, After the victory, Osman Pasha 
directed one detachment of his troops to 
advance toward Gabrova to dislodge the 
Russians from the northem opening of 
the Skipka Pass.
